I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1904

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  592,  being  20  less  than  last  year,  and  7  below  the 
average  for  the  last  10  years,  and  is  an  annual  birth-rate  of  26-3  per  thousand  of  estimated 

population. 

MORTALITY. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  347,  but  11  of  these  were  of  persons  not  belonging 
to  the  Borough,  who  died  at  the  Loughborough  Workhouse  or  Hospital ;  by  subtracting  these  and 
adding  one  death  of  a  Loughborough  person  which  occurred  outside  the  Borough,  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  we  get  the  correct  number  of  deaths  of  residents  for  the  year,  which  is  3o7.  Ibis  is  -4 
more  than  last  year,  and  11  in  excess  of  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  is  an  annual  death-rate 

of  14-8  per  thousand. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  is  83,  being  four  less  than  last 
year,  and  16  below  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  This  continued  fall  in  infant  mortality  is 

highly  satisfactory. 

ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  (including  diarrhoea)  was  41,  which  was  one 
more  than  last  year,  but  is  sin  below  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years,  this  gives  an  annual  Zymotic 
death-rate  of  1'8  per  thousand. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFIED). 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  notified  was  533,  being  398  more  than  last  year 
,ml  379  above  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  This  large  increase  was  due  to  three  causes,  an  epi¬ 
demic  of  mild  scarlet  fever  increased  the  roll  by  211,  chicken-pots  123.  which  in  previous  year,  has  not 
been  notifiable,  and  small-pon  88.  The  number  of  cases  of  the  several  diseases  were  as  follows;

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SMALL  POX. 


It  will  be  remembered  that  we  commenced  the  year  with  five  cases  of  Small  Pox  in  Hospital  and 
about  30  known  “contacts,”  and  a  presumably  much  larger  number  of  unknown  “contacts,”  as  the 
disease,  which  was  introduced  into  a  workshop  by  a  tramp,  was  at  first  mistaken  for  Chicken  Pox,  and 
no  precautions  were  taken  against  its  spread.  As  a  special  report  on  this  outbreak  was  made  in 
January,  and  an  exhaustive  report  again  in  March,  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  me  to  go  into  the  matter 
in  detail;  suffice  it  to  say  that  the  disease  spread  rapidly,  eighteen  cases  were  notified  in  January,  the 
number  of  contacts  enormously  increased,  necessitating  a  large  amount  of  time  and  labour  in  watching 
them,  and  removing  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  as  soon  as  they  were  detected.  The  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mittee  were  good  enough  at  this  period  to  allow  me  a  temporary  assistant  so  as  to  leave  myself  and 
Dr.  Blackham  more  time  to  devote  to  the  outbreak.  The  spread  continued  during  the  month  of  March, 
when  52  cases  were  notified ;  after  that  period  no  fresh  centres  of  infection  occurred,  and  the  disease 
rapidly  declined,  and  at  the  end  of  April  the  Borough  was  free  from  this  scourge. 

The  disease  was  mostly  of  a  mild  type,  and  there  was  happily  no  mortality. 

Our  ordinary  Isolation  Hospital  soon  proved  insufficient  and  it  became  necessary  to  put  up  two 
temporary  buildings.  These  the  Committee  provided  with  the  greatest  promptitude,  otherwise  some  of 
the  cases  must  have  been  left  for  some  days  in  their  homes,  which  would  have  increased  the  danger  of 
spreading  the  disease,  but  with  the  additional  accommodation  we  were  able  to  remove  every  case  as 
soon  as  it  was  recognised.  During  the  height  of  the  epidemic,  and  when  our  accommodation  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital  was  severely  taxed,  Dr.  fleece  came  down  from  the  Local  Government  Board  ;  he 
made  many  valuable  suggestions  and  recommendations.  All  our  methods  did  not  meet  with  his  approval, 
but  he  expressed  his  disapproval  in  so  courteous  and  gentlemanly  a  manner,  that  there  could  be  no 
other  feeling  in  one’s  mind,  than  a  desire  to  loyally  carry  out  his  suggestions. 

It  became  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings,  towai’ds  the  close  of  the  epidemic,  in  two 
flagrant  cases  of  non-notification,  a  conviction  being  obtained  in  each  case. 

All  the  Schools  in  the  Borough  wTere  allowed  to  keep  open  throughout  the  whole  epidemic ; 
this  was  achieved  by  a  rigid  system  of  exclusion  of  all  children  suspected  of  being  in  proximity  with 
cases  or  contacts. 

The  Town  Council  have,  during  the  year,  consented  to  an  order  by  which  the  Borough  is 
included  in  the  Leicestershire  Small  Pox  Hospital  District,  which  was  formed  for  the  provision,  main¬ 
tenance,  and  management  of  a  Hospital  or  Hospitals  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  Small  Pox  for  the 
use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Leicester,  and  consequently  all  future  cases  of 
Small  Pox  arising  within  the  Borough  will  be  received  and  treated  in  the  Hospitals  provided  by  the 
Committee. 


DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

Seventeen  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  They  were  mostly  of  the  post  scarlatinal  type  and 
were  not  accounted  for  by  local  insanitary  conditions.  This  number  is  six  less  than  last  year,  but  is 
eight  above  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  Four  deaths  were  due  to  this  cause. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Eighteen  cases  of  this  disease  occurred,  which  is  one  less  than  last  year,  and  seven  below  the 
average  for  the  last  ten  years.  The  cases  were  mostly  of  a  mild  type,  and  there  was  no  mortality  from 
this  cause. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 


277  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  This  is  261  more  than  last  year,  and  195  above  the 
average  for  the  last  ten  years.  The  type  of  the  disease  was  mostly  mild;  there  were  occasional  cases 
all  through  the  year,  but  it  became  epidemic  about  the  end  of  June,  and  has  continued  so  to  the  end  of 
the  year.  As  soon  as  each  case  was  notified  it  was  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  myself,  printed 
instructions  were  left  with  those  in  charge  of  the  patient,  and  advice  given  as  to  the  best  means  of 
isolating  the  patient  at  their  own  homes.  Steps  were  taken  to  ensure  the  exclusion  from  school  of 
other  children  residing  in  infected  houses,  and  disinfectants  were  supplied  gratis  to  persons  unable  to 
purchase  them.  As  each  patient  became  free  from  infection,  the  room  occupied  and  all  the  clothing  used 
therein  were  thoroughly  fumigated  by  the  Inspector.  The  epidemic,  however,  was  propagated  outside, 
that  is,  in  the  streets,  the  schools,  and  other  public  places,  by  mild  undetected  cases,  which  run  their 
course  without  appreciably  modifying  the  ordinary  routine  of  the  patient’s  daily  life,  and  so  they 
spread  the  disease  to  all  susceptible  persons  with  whom  they  come  in  contact.  There  were  six  deaths 
registered  as  due  to  this  cause. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Seven  cases  of  this  disease  occurred ;  they  were  all  isolated  cases,  one  was  attributable  to  drink¬ 
ing  impure  water,  and  one  to  local  insanitary  conditions,  the  cause  of  the  others  it  was  impossible  to 
trace.  There  was  no  spread  from  any  of  the  cases.  One  death  was  registered  as  due  to  this  cause. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Only  one  case  of  this  disease  occurred,  and  the  patient  recovered.  The  attendants  received 
instructions  as  to  thorough  disinfection  of  clothing,  etc.,  and  were  caused  to  abstain  from  attending 
other  confinement  cases  for  a  sufficient  period. 

CHICKEN  POX. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  Small  Pox  epidemic  several  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  came  under  my  notice, 
and  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  mistaking  these  two  diseases,  one  for  the  other,  I  recommended  the 
sanitary  authority  to  make  Chicken  Pox  notifiable  for  six  months.  This  was  done  and  1 23  cases  were 
notified  during  that  period. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Six  deaths  occurred  from  this  distressing  and  fatal  disorder,  which  is  five  more  than  last  year, 
and  is  equal  to  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  I  notice  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  mothers  to  look 
more  seriously  upon  this  disease  than  was  their  custom  in  former  times. 

MEASLES, 

There  was  a  slight  outbreak  of  this  disease  during  the  month  of  April,  chiefly  in  children 
attending  the  Rosebery  Street  School.  One  death  is  registered  as  due  to  this  cause. 

DIARRHOEA. 

This  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  mouths  of  July,  August,  and  September.  There  were  23 
deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  cause,  21  being  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  two  of 
children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  This  is  one  more  than  last  year,  end  one  above  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years.  It  occurs  most  frequently  in  bottle-fed  infants  of  the  working  classes,  and  may 
in  some  measure  be  caused  by  ptomaines,  or  other  poisons  which  form  in  sour  milk,  or  on  the  inside  of 
india-rubber  tubes  used  with  many  of  the  cheap  feeding  bottles. 

Great  care  should  be  exercised  by  parents  and  guardians  of  infants  to  keep  their  living  rooms 
clean  and  airy,  especially  in  hot  weather, — to  see  that  milk  which  is  turning  sour  should  not  be  given  to 
infants — and  to  use  only  bottles  without  tubes  which  have  the  teat  simply  drawn  on  the  end  of  the 
bottle,  so  that  all  may  be  easily  washed  clean  every  time  the  baby  is  fed.  There  is  another  practice 
which  ought  to  be  avoided,  that  is  putting  in  the  baby’s  mouth  a  piece  of  india-rubber,  commonly 
called  a  “dummy.”  These  things  soon  get  dirty,  from  falling  on  the  floor,  etc.,  and  are  replaced  in  the 
child’s  mouth,  often,  doubtless,  carrying  disease  germs. 
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PHTHISIS. 


There  has  been  a  satisfactory  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease,  19  only  having 
occurred  against  28  last  year.  This  is  five  below  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  In  addition  to 
this  number  there  were  14  deaths  from  other  tubercular  diseases,  bringing  the  total  tubercular 
mortality  up  to  33,  which  is  one-tenth  of  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes.  It  has  been  proved 
of  late  years  that  this  disease  is  to  a  considerable  extent  infectious,  to  a  large  extent  preventable,  and 
to  a  certain  extent  curable.  It  is  infectious  in  the  last  stage  when  the  lungs  are  breaking  down,  and 
when  expectoration  is  profuse;  it  is  preventable  by  the  isolation  of  the  patient  in  this  infectious  stage, 
and  by  the  destruction  of  the  sputum  which  contains  the  “bacillus  tuberculosis” — the  germ  of  the 
disease;  and  it  is  curable  in  the  early  stages,  by  pure  air  to  breathe,  suitable  and  sufficient  food,  and 
medical  treatment.  In  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease  it  is  of  the  first  importance  to  know 
where  the  existing  cases  are  situated  ;  and  in  order  to  secure  this  end,  I  would  recommend  that  persons 
suffering  from  this  disease,  or  persons  having  charge  of  such  cases,  should  notify  the  name  and  address 
of  such  sufferers  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  order  that  instructions  may  be  given  as  to  ventil¬ 
ation,  disinfection,  destruction  of  sputum,  and  other  matters  tending  to  improve  the  surroundings  of 
he  patients,  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  I  also  strongly  recommend  that  medical 
practitioners  be  invited  to  notify  such  cases  the  ordinary  fee  for  notification,  of  course,  to  be  paid. 

TOWN  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Plans  were  passed  for  166  new  houses,  one  school,  one  public  library,  one  theatre,  one  electric 
lighting  station,  and  for  47  alterations  to  houses.  Plood  prevention  works  were  completed  on  Nottingham 
Road.  An  old  sewer  was  taken  out  at  the  back  of  the  “Clarence  Inn”  and  anew  one  substituted. 
Meadow  Lane,  between  Burder  Street  and  the  railway  bridge,  was  widened,  curbed,  channelled,  and 
made  up.  A  great  improvement  was  made  in  Church  Gate  and  Sparrow  Hill,  both  streets  being  greatly 
widened  by  setting  back  the  church  yard  wall.  Trees  have  been  planted  in  Granby  Street.  The  cause¬ 
ways  in  Nottingham  Road,  Sparrow  Hill,  and  Church  Gate  have  been  paved  with  concrete  slabs. 

The  Forest  Road  sewer  has  been  extended  as  far  as  Mountfields. 

Several  flushing  eyes  have  been  constructed  for  the  more  efficient  flushing  of  sewers;  and  several 
old  brick  sewers  have  been  cleared  of  deposit. 

Three  street  telephonic  fire  alarm  posts  have  been  fixed,  much  improving  the  means  of  communi¬ 
cation  with  the  fire-engine  station. 

The  Cattle  Market  cattle  pens  have  been  paved  with  granite  ;  all  refuse  is  now  conveyed  to  and 
burnt  in  the  destructor. 

Water  mains  have  been  extended  in  Warner  Place,  Pinfold  Gate,  Freehold  Street,  Cobden 
Street,  Church  Gate,  New  Walks,  Packe  Street,  Charles  Street,  Alfred  Street,  and  Burder  Street. 

Satisfactory  progress  is  now  being  made  with  the  new  Waterworks  at  Blackbrook;  the  work 
has  been  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  contractors,  who  were  making  but  very  poor  progress.  The 
work  is  now  proceeding  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Town  Council. 

Several  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  watersheds  to  prevent  pollution  of  the  water. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  from  the  Corporation  Waterworks  was  good  throughout  the 
year,  and  a  constant  pressure  of  water  was  maintained,  except  from  June  14th  to  August  24th,  when 
the  supply  was  cut  off  from  midnight  to  5  a.m. 

An  analysis  of  the  water  was  made  by  Mr.  Burgess,  who  described  it  as  of  “very  good  quality.” 
ELECTRIC  POWER  AND  LIGHTING. 

The  new  Electric  Station  was  completed,  and  light  and  power  has  been  supplied  since 

October  1st. 
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DISINFECTION. 


During  the  Small  Pox  epidemic  the  steam  disinfector  was  of  the  greatest  value  in  helping  to 
stamp  out  the  disease,  by  quickly  and  effectually  disinfecting  clothing,  bedding,  etc.  Booms  and 
houses,  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  occurred,  are  fumigated  with  sulphurous  acid  gas,  and 
where  necessary,  the  walls  are  stripped  and  limewashed. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  work  is  done  directly  by  the  Corporation,  who  contract  for  horses  and  drivers  only.  The 
work  has  been  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner  during  the  year. 

SEWAGE  FABM. 

The  Farm  and  the  works  thereon  have  been  acting  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

91  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  during  the  year ;  85  of  these  were  Small  Pox, 
3  enteric  fever,  and  3  diphtheria.  One  death  occurred  from  diphtheria  on  the  day  after  admission. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

The  regulations  with  respect  to  lighting,  ventilation,  cleansing,  drainage,  and  water  supply,  to 
the  above  have  been  well  observed  during  the  year. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Visits  have  been  frequently  made,  at  various  hours  of  day  and  night,  by  the  Inspector  and 
myself  in  order  to  see  that  the  houses  are  managed  in  a  cleanly  and  orderly  manner,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  detecting  any  infectious  disease,  if  any  such  should  eaist.  Every  lodging  house  ought  to 
have  one  room  in  reserve,  where  a  case  of  infectious  disease  could  be  temporarily  isolated. 


INSPECTIONS. 

Systematic  inspections  have  been  made  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  by  the  Inspector  and  myself. 
Frequent  visits  were  also  made  to  tailoring  and  dressmaking  workrooms,  schools,  etc.,  to  see  that  the 
sanitary  regulations  were  observed,  and  care  taken  against  the  spread  of  contagious  and  infectious 

dlSG&SGS 

There  were  also  frequent  visits  of  inspection  to  slaughter  houses,  and  other  places  where  food 
was  in  course  of  preparation,  or  exposed  for  sale.  On  one  occasion  two  carcases  of  beef  were  foun  in 
course  of  preparation  for  the  food  of  man,  they  were  seized  and  duly  condemned  and  destroyed ,  o 
owner  was  subsequently  prosecuted,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  three  months’  hard  labour. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  total  number  of  workshops,  including  bakehouses,  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  166,  and  of  these  36  are  bakehouses  Home  work  is  done  in  348  bouses,  and  in  hve  of  these 
houses  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the  year.  As  soon  as  this  was  discovered  all  home-work  wa 
stopped,  and  all  material  was  disinfected.  All  factories  and  workshops  were  kept  in  a  cleanly  and  well 

ventilated  condition. 

Appended  is  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  and  a  report  to  the  Home  Office  on  the  administration 
of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Ac,  1901,  also  tabulated  statistic,  as  to  population  births  and  mortahty 
for  the  last  ten  yearn,  also  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year,  and  of  deaths,  classified 
according  to  disease,  and  ages,  copies  of  which,  as  well  as  of  this  report  will  he  sent  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  the  Home  Office,  and  to  the  Leicestershire  County  Council.

SCAVENGING 


The  following  figures  will  show  the  amount  of  refuse  removed  and  disposed  of  during 
the  year. 

The  total  number  of  ashpits  emptied  during  the  year  was  2,558.  Of  this  number,  922 
were  midden  privies,  and  the  remaining  1,643  were  dry  ashpits. 

The  total  quantity  of  refuse  removed  amounted  to  7,230  loads.  Of  this  quantity  4,236 
were  dry  ashes,  and  have  been  deposited  at  the  sewage  farm  to  be  used  as  fuel. 

The  remaining  2,994  loads  of  night  soil  and  manure  have  been  disposed  of  to  various 
farmers  in  the  district. 

There  are  within  the  Borough  about  1,300  pail  closets.  These  are  emptied  weekly.  Tlieie 

are  also  about  2,670  ash  tubs  and  dust  bins,  which  receive  similar  attention. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  Common  Lodging-houses  have  been  inspected  regularly  during  the  year,  and  found  at 
all  times  to  be  in  a  cleanly  condition.  Enquiries  are  also  frequently  made  as  to  the  health 

of  the  inmates,  so  as  to  prevent  diseases  of  an  infectious  character,  if  possible,  being  spiead 

about  the  country. 

DAISIES,  COW  SHEDS  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

During  the  year  the  dairies,  cow  sheds  and  milk  shops  have  been  regularly  inspected  and 
found  at  all  times  10  be  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

SLAUGHTEE-HOUSES. 

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  periodically  inspected,  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a  cleanly 

condition. 

MAEKETS. 

The  Markets  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  all  food  offered  for  sale  found  wholesome; 
at  least  its  condition  has  been  such  as  not  to  warrant  seizure.
